Years By Two Wo men—Result of 
an Original Investment in Sto cks 
on a Capital of $1 2 5 - Travel To ­ 
gether Annually Through Europe. 


Two Philadelp hia women 
of 
Ger- j 
man descent hav e built up 
in 
less 
th a n ten years an extensiv e whole­ 
sale business as the result of an origi- j 
nnl in v estm en t in stocks that took a « 
cap ital of exactly $ 1.25. 
The stocks are not of the kind that ; 
are listed on exchanges or dealt in 
on the curb, but of the kind th a t worn* j 
en wear about their necks. 
One of the 
women was so m e w h a t listlessly m a k­ 
ing a stock for he r own a d o rn m e n t 
one day when she suddenly exclaim­ 
ed: 
*• I wish I could make som e money.” 
“ Why not do for p ay w h a t you are * 
now 
doing for a m us e m e n t ? " said a 
friend who sat by. 
T h e idea took. 
The young women ! 
and a cousin bought $ 1.25 worth of i 
material, made sev eral 
stocks 
and 
had no difficulty in selling them. 
T h a t was the beginning of a busi­ 
ness that has siuee occup ied the whole 
timo of both p artners. 
For a while 
one of them who drew p retty well was 
the designer of the firm. As business 
grew it was more eco no mical to e m ­ 
p loy a well p aid designer who could 
giv e his whole time to th at p a rt of 
the work. 
By tliis time the p a rtn e rs had be­ 
gun to emp loy girls to do the actual 
making of the stocks. 
At first the 
work was done by a few girls in Phila­ 
delp hia, 
The num ber of emp loyees 
increased and it becam e good business 
to establish branch houses, for by this j 
time the trade of the p artn ers was ) 
wholesale instend of retail. 
Houses 
were established in Baltimore, New j 
York, Chicago, St. Louis, and the busi- j 
ness went on growing. 


By this time the two p a rtn e rs gav e 
themselv es wholly to the m a n a g e m e n t , 
of the business and the p urchas e of ! 
materials. 
They now go twice a year 
to Europ e to study mode s and buy I 
materials, they hav e sev eral well p a d 
designers and the p ersistence of the | 
fashion of wearing stocks has kep t 
the business constantly 
activ e 
and ! 
p i ofitable. 
Success also has giv en the p a rtn ers 
confidence and they feel 
that 
they 
are not at the mercy of the cap ricious 
Parisian milliners who set the modes 
of the world. 
If women quit wearing ; 
stcelts tht* p a rtn e rs will turn and tak.- 
up som ething else. 
Meanwhile the p a rtn e rs hav e had a 
busy and hap p y life, with an almost 
constantly increasing income and a 
broadening horizon. 
They hav e built ! 
for themselv es a comfortable home in j 
the up p e r p a rt of Philadelp hia and 
they see alm ost ev ery year a good 
deal of the E urop ean world. 
They 
had no more exp ectation of a busi­ 
ness career ten years ago than a h un ­ 
dred thousand oth er girls in their n a ­ 
tiv e city.
